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To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Rawien  stall  Borough  Council, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1 955*  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  0  Since 
1943  the  health  duties  of  the  Borough  Council  have  been  restricted 
to  the  physical  environment  and  epidemic  diseases 0 

The  physical  environment  means  principally  housing  and  food* 
Atmospheric  pollution  is  a  feature  which  is  now  being  increasingly 
recognised  as  a  source  of  serious  danger  to  health  and  more  attention 
must  be  devoted  to  this  in  the  future* 


The  Council  has  given  very  full  consideration  to  the  housing 
needs  of  the  Borough  and  has  embarked  on  a  bold  programme  of  re- 
const  ruct  ion  which ,  if  it  proceeds  according  to  plan*  will  make  up 
much  of  the  leeway  which  has  accumulated  during  the  past  50  years* 

It  will  make  an,  end  to  decayed  property*,  to  houses  without  modem 
facilities  and  to  houses  built  into  rocky  hillsides  with  narrow 
alleyways  and  interiors  reminiscent  of  a  scene  from  some  Dickensian 
novel  * 

Pood  hygiene  and  inspection  have  received  detailed  attention 
throughout  the  year*  The  indefatigable  sanitary  staff,  ably  led  by 
the  Chief  Inspector,  have  been  on  duty  seven  days  a  week  during  the 
winter  months  and  from  6o0aoxno  on  Mondays  in  summer  time*  A  five 
day  week  is  not  possible  under  present  conditions  in  regard  to  meat 
inspection  and  I  should  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  point  out 
this  loyal  and  devoted  service  to  the  cause  of  better  health* 

Last  year  no  less  than  seven  samples  of  milk  were  found  to 
contain  tuberculous  infection*  Fortunately  this  year  the  number  is 
only  one  but  this  is  one  too  many  and  it  is  regretted  that  there  is 
no  immediate  prospect  of  the  district  becoming  designated  for  the 
sale  of  tuberculin  tested  or  heat  treated  milk  because  of  the  lack 
of  pasteurising  facilities* 

Epidemic  diseases  have  been  notable  'by  their  absence  apart 
from  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough*  It  may  be 
said,  therefore,  that  the  present  responsibilities  of  the  Council 
are  receiving  full  attention  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  all  concerned 
for  the  work  which  has.  been  done*

GENERAL  SUMMARY

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
to  be  24 P  840,  a  decrease  of  60  compared,  with  the  previous  year 9  s 
estimate,,  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  14© 2  and  the  adjusted  death 
rate  15 ©5  per  thousand  of  the  p©pulation0  The  birth  rate  was 
similar  to  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  1 5©0  but  the 
death  rate  was  well  above  the  national  rate  of  11  ©7©  Deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  were  double  those  of  last  year ,  there  were  ten 
male  and  four  female  deaths©  The  national  death  rate  for  cancer 
of  the  lung  is  higher  than  that  in  Rawtenstall©  Based  on  the 
national  rates  the  number  of  deaths  in  Rawtenstall  would  be  20  as 
compared  with  the  actual  number  of  14© 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  33©  0  per  thousand  live  births 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  24© 9©  Eleven  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  occurred  and  seven  of  these  infants  died  within 
the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  three  being  bom  prematurely©  There 
were  no  maternal  deaths© 

Epidemic  disease  caused  very  little  trouble  during  the  year 
and  principally  consisted  of  outbreaks  of  measles  and,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  of  whooping  cough© 

Only  one  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  tuberculous 
infection  -  this  was  a  sample  of  ordinary  raw  milk©  The  same  class 
of  milk  also  gave  16  unsatisfactory  results  out  of  a  total  of  73 
samples  when  examined  for  bacteriological,  content  (Methylene  Blue 
test)©  There  is  mo  immediate  prospect  of  dealing  with  this 
unsatisfa.oto.ry  milk  by  pasteurisation© 

Meat  inspection  has  taken  up  a  large  amount  of  the  sanitary 
inspectors9  time©  Meat  affected  by  tuberculous  disease  was  the 
principal  reason  for  condemnation©  A  special  record  has  also  been 
made,  in  accordance  with  Ministry  instructions,  of  meat  affected  by 
tape  worm  cysts  -  commonly  known  as  measly  beef  or  measly  pork© 

Such  meat  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  refrigeration  for  three  weeks 
after  which  time  the  para  ait  as  die© 

Seventy-two  houses  and  twelve  bungalows  were  completed  by  the 
Council  and  one  house  and  two  bungalows  by  private  enterprise© 
Twenty-six  unfit  houses  were  demolished  or  dosed  during  the  year©

Improvement  grants p  -whereby  half  the  cost  is  provided  'by  the 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  were 
approved  in  47  cases  at  a  total  cost  of  <£5*  223 «  Such  property  mist 
be  capable  m  providing  satisfactory  accommodation*  after  improvement, 
for  not  less  than  15  years 0 

The  water  supply  by  public  mains  has  been  of  satisfactory 
quality*  Under  water  Improvement  schemes  178  houses  served  by 
private  supplies  have  been  connected  to  the  public  supply*  Private 
water  supplies  gave  a  number  of  unsatisfactory  results  on 
bacteriological  examination*  Five  out  of  24  samples  were  below 
standard*

SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  following  local 
health  services  which  are  administered  under  the  Divisional  Health 
Service  Schemes  -  Ambulance,  District  Nursing ,  Midwifery  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 0 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough 
Councils-  control  of  infectious  disease,  provision  of  suitable 
water  supplies ,  control  of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse, 
inspection  of  all  food  and  food  preparing  premises  including  the 
inspection  of  all  meat  carcases  at  private  slaughterhouses, 
sampling  of  food  stuffs  (milk,  ice  cream,  etc. )  for  bacteriological 
examination,  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories,  shops  and 
other  premises,  inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for 
human  habitation,  statutory  nuisances,  rodent  control,  offensive 
trades,  smoke  abatement  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with 
environmental  health. 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and 
Management  Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to 
local  boundaries. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water 
samples  is  undertaken,  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester.

One  case  of  acute  polion^relitis  occurred  during  the  year*  A 
feature  of  this  case  was  in  connection  with  the  father  of  the  affected 
child  who  had  slept  in  the  same  “bedroom  prior  to  the  child9  s  removal  to 
hospital  *  He  was  employed  as  a  “bar  tender  in  a  local  licensed  premise 
and,  in  view  of  the  close  contact  with  the  case  and  the  risk  of  spreading 
the  infection,  it  was  deemed  advisable  that  he  should  be  excluded  from 
work  for  one  week*  Although  a  certificate  was  granted  entitling  him  to 
National  Insurance  benefit,  under  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  115/48,  he 
did  not  receive  payment  for  the  first  three  days  of  absence^  and  it  does 
appear  unfortunate  that  the  normal  rules  regarding  payment  of  sickness 
benefit  should  apply  in  these  cases.  The  Council  ultimately  decided  to 
compensate  the  man  for  his  net  loss  of  earnings. 

Other  infectious  diseases  were  mild  in  character  and  there  were  no 
deaths.  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  Details  of  diphtheria 
immunisations  during  1955  are  shown  in  the  following  tables.

TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  twelve  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and 
four  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis*  Enquiries  are  made  in  every 
ease  about  the  source  of  infection  and  family  and  other  close  contacts  of 
the  patient  are  examined* 

The  new  chest  clinic  which  opened  at  Rossendale  General  Hospital 
during  1 953  continued  to  work  very  well  and  provides  much  better 
accommodation  and  facilities  that  formerly* 

During  the  year  174  cases  were  visit ed,  the  number  of  visits  paid 
being  805 o  Where  desirable ,  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  treatment  is  arranged 
for  after  consultation  between  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  Medical 
Praotit loners  concerned* 

At  the  beginMngupf  the  year  there  were  199  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  the  register*  Sixteen  cases  were  added  and  nine  eases  taken  off  the 
register 9  leaving  a  total  of  206  eases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year*  The  following  table  gives  an  analysis  of  the  cases  on  the  register 
during  the  year*

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


To'  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee* 

Mr0  Chairman 2  Ladies  and  Cent.lem.enj, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  ninth  annual  report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors9  section  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Cleansing  Department  „ 

The  period  under  review  for  those  sections  of  the  report  dealing 
with  the  Cleansing  Services  and  Rodent  Control  is  for  the  financial  year 
ending  March  31  st ,  1956  s  the  remaining  parts  of  the  report  cover  the 
(Calendar  year  ending  December  31st,  1955o  As  in  former  years  this 
introductory  latter  briefly  highlights  the  salient  features  of  the  year's 
work  and  the  details  are  to  be  found  in  the  text  of  the  report « 

During  1955  local  authorities  were  required  to  submit  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local.  Government  their  proposals  for  dealing.  In 
one  way  or  another,  with  those  houses  in  their  areas  which  appeared  t© 
them  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  liable  to  demolition*  As 
RawtenstalX  is  such  a  typical  product  of  the  Industrial  Revolution,  with 
dose  on  2,000  houses  of  the  back-to-back  type  and  more  than  1,400  houses 
over  100  years  old,  it  was  natural,  therefore,  that  much  time  was  devoted 
to  dealing  with  housing  problems «,  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  it  will 

be  recalled  that  the  Committee  considered  the  whole  question  of  sub¬ 
standard  houses  in  the  light  of  the  survey  work  which  had  been  carried 
out  for  the  preparation  of  the  20  Year  Planc  Poll  owing  the  closest 
collaboration  with  the  Housing  Department  an  assessment  of  the  housing 
needs  in  relation  to  waiting  lists  for  Council  houses  and  slum  clearance 
proposals  was  made*  The  resultant  allocation  of  100  houses  per  year-  by 
the  Housing  Committee  for  slum  clearance  re-housing  purposes  gave  a  more 
hopeful  and  realistic  appearance  to  the  previously  "approved  in  principle" 
20  Year  Plan*  The  proposals  furnished  to  the  Minister,  and  later  given 
general  approval,  visualise  demolishing  1,418  houses  in  a  15 “.year  period ^ 
44-0  of  these  houses  are  to  be  demolished  In  the  first  five-year  plan0 
In  addition  to  these  figures,  a  farther  1,596  houses,  1,179  of  which  are 
of  the  back-to-back  type,  are  to  be  reviewed  for  possible  improvement 0 
A  'Closer  survey  of  these  houses  was  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
a  report  submitted  to  the  Committee*  It  is  hoped  that  during  1956  a: 
dear  policy  can  be  formulated  with  respect  to  these  houses  as  I  believe 
that  the  large  back-to-back  problem  existing  in  RawtenstalX  can  best  be 
solved  by  a;-  sensible  blending  of  demolition  and  improvement  schemes  0

Apart  from  the  survey  and  planning  work*  which  occupied  much  time, 
one  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  (22  houses)  and  one  Clearance  Order  (2  houses 
were  confirmed  following  Ministerial  Inquiry,  three  further  Clearance 
Areas  (70  houses)  were  represented  and  20  houses  were  closed  following 
representations  imde  by  this  Department, 

Increase  in  the  work  connected  with  the  safeguarding  of  food 
supplies  can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  figures  in  my  first  Annual  Report 
in  1947  with  those  set  out  in  this  Report,  In  1947*  27  8  visits  were 
made  under  the  general  heading  of  "Food  Administrat ion”  whilst  daring 
1955*  2,258  visits  were  made.  The  principal  increase  in  this  work  has 
been  in  connection  with  meat  inspection  at  the  local,  slaughterhouses  and 
in  the  inspection  of  food  handling  premises.  The  10C9?  inspection  of  all 
food  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  before  the  release  of  carcases 
and  offals  for  consumption  was  a  standard  aimed  at  and  achieved  during 
the  year  despite  appreciable  week-end  work  being  involved.  Figures  for 
the  rejection  of  meat  and  offal,  found  on  examination  to  be  diseased,  are 
set  out  in  the  report,  and  they  confirm  the  need  for  continuing  the 
service  at  this  level. 

Progress  in  the  provision  of  public  water  supply  to  houses  served 
from  private  sources  continued  during  the  year  and  a  further  147 
conversions  were  carried  out.  Thus,  in  a  period  of  just  over  four  years, 
the  number  of  houses  served  by  private  water  supplies  has  been  reduced  by 
831  •  Similar  satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained  with  the 
conversion  of  waste  water  closets  and  491  conversions  have  been  completed 
in  the  three  and  a  half  -years  the  contribution  scheme  has  been  in 
operation. 


The  year's  noteworthy  feature  in  connection  with  the  Cleansing 
Services  was  the  successful  trial,  and  decision  to  purchase,  a  1 6/1 8cubic 
yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle,  It  is  hoped  to 
operate  this  vehicle  on  perimeter  collection,  that  is,  from  districts  in 
the  town  most  remote  from  the  disposal  point,  so  as  to  obtain  more 
economic  loads  and  reduce  the  time  lost  in  travelling  to  and  from  the  tip* 
The  design  of  the  vehicle  is  also  a  step  forward  so  far  as  obtaining  a 
more  hygienic  method  of  collection  as  dust  dispersal  when  emptying  bins 
will  be  considerably  reduced. 


It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  death  of  the  late 
Alderman  H,  Turner  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  past 
seven  years.  During  that  time  I  received  much  encouragement  and  support 
from  him  and  he  was  much  esteemed  by  all  the  staff. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  record  the  Department's  appreciation 
of  the  help  and  co-operation  received  from  all  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  all  colleague  officials.  My  personal  thanks  are  also  due 
to  a  very  capable  and  103ml  staff  and  body  of  employees  for  their 
unstinting  service  throughout  the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAG-E 

The  sewerage  scheme  is  on  the  separate  system*  The  sewage  disposal 
plant  is  situated  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Has  ling  den  and  is  controlled 
by  the  Haslingden,  Rawtenstall  and  Bacup  Outfall  Sewage  Board*  Treatment 
is  by  precipitation  and  filtration* 

Eighty- seven  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewerage  system 
during  the  year  and  this  is  the  total  extent  of  new  work  undertaken* 

Three  hundred  and  ten  houses  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  but 
the  majority  of  these  are  outlying  farms  and  cottages  not  connected  by 
reason  of  their  isolation* 

There  were  41 7  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects 
and  508  complaint s  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  during  the  year.  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt 
release  of  blocked  drains  provides  a  valuable  service  and  complaints  are 
normally  dealt  with  within  24  hours  of  receipt*

Appreciable  indiscriminate  pollution  also  occurs  in  certain  areas 
where  household  property  is  adjacent  to  the  river  banks «  Although  none 
of  this  can  he  condoned,,  some  of  the  objectionable  practices  stem  from 
the  hadly  sited  refuse  and  sanitary  accommodation  often  associated  with 
back-to-back  houses* 

The  responsible  authority  for  dealing  with  pollution  is  the  Mersey 
River  Board  with  whom  contact  was  made  on  a  number  of  occasions  during 
the  year-  regarding  abnormal  pollutions,  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was 
obtained  from  the  officers  concerned*  The  area  of  the  Board  is  based  on 
the  natural  drainage  areas  of  rivers  and  streams  which  ultimately  feed 
the  River  Mersey*

The  taking  of  45  smoke  observations  almost  doubled  the  figure 
reported  last  year  and  in  all  cases  firms  were  notified  of  results 
whether  good  or  bad* 

Reduction  in  pollution  throughout  the  year  was  noted  at  the  four 
.firms  Y/here  action  by  this  Department  had  prompted  the  carrying  out  of 
improvements  in  1  954  and  all  of  which  had  been  persistent  offenders 
for  some  years «  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  three  other  firms* 

to  whose  attention  unsatisfactory  smoke  observations  had  been  drawn,  were 
contemplating  the  installation  of  new  plant  in  1956®  Co-operation  with 
industry,  therefore,  can  be  said  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory  and  prog  res 
is  slowly  being  made  to  produce  a  cleaner  aim 

The  employment  of  boiler  house  staff  'with  a  proper  knowledge  of 
their  trade  and  an  appreciation  of  the  need  for  dean  air  as  well  as  fuel 
economy  is  an  important  factor  in  promoting  a  deaner  air.  If  is  very 
gratifying  to  report,  therefore,  on  the  satisfactory  results  obtained 
in  the  educational  field  during  the  year* 

Following  the  publicity  given  when  the  Beaver  Report  was  issued* 
the  Principal  of  the  Rossendale  College  of  Further  Education  promised 
to  arrange  a  short  course  on  smoke  abatement,.  It  was  felt  that  this 
would  test*  at  a  good  psychological  moment*  the  general  response  to  the 
subject,  and  also  ascertain  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  run  the  full 
City  and  Guilds  Course  in  the  future.  Publicity  was  given  by  this 
authority  and  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Ba.eup  and  Hading  den  and  some 
90  firms  were  circularised  in  the  three  towns.  Fifty-one  students  were 
enrolled  from  25  firms  who  responded  to  the  appeal..  The  course  proved 
successful  and  the  full  City  and  Guilds  Course  was  subsequently  run  later 
in  the  year*  although  the  response  to  the  full  course  was  not  as  successful 
as  had  been  hoped.  Firms  in  this  Borough  were  well  represented  at  the 
short  course  and  it  is  believed  that  the  instruction  obtained  should  prove 
beneficial  to  all  concerned  and  the  townspeople  in  particular «

GENERAL 

The  general  standard  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  Borough  cannot 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  dose  on  2,000 
houses  of  the  back-toback  type  and  over  1,400  houses  more  than  1  00  years 
old®  Although  many  of  the  back-to-back  houses  are  of  sound  construction 
they  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  owing  to  the  poor  accommodation 
they  afford  and  their  lack  of  reasonable  amenities®  The  housing  survey 
has  revealed  that  there  are  over  3  9  000  houses  which  must  be  considered  in 
the  sub- standard  house  programme  of  which  approximately  one-half  mil 
require  to  be  demolished  and  the  remainder  will  be  reviewed  in  the  future 
as  to  whether  improvement,  including  through  conversion  of  back- 1  o-backs , 
is  a  sound  financial  and  desirable  policy.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OB'  POOD 


MILK  SUPPLY 


The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food*  Local  authorities 
are  still  responsible  for  many  important  duties  connected  with  milk 
distribution,  including  the  sampling  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm0 
They  also  possess  the  powers  for  prevention  of  infection  of  milk,  and 
duties  in  connection  with  water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  housing  at 
farm  and  dairy  premises . 


The  majority  of  the  producer- retailers  were  again  sampled  at  least 
twice  during  the  year*  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  only  one  sajnple 
revealed  the  presence  of  tubercular  infection  compared  with  seven  in  the 
previous  year*  Samples  of  milk  subjected  to  the  methylene  blue  reduction 
test,  which. measures  the  cleanliness  of  milk,  did  not  prove  as  satisfactory 
■and  it  is  evident  that  improvement  in  the  handling  of  milk  at  certain 
farms  is  still  needed e  Reports  of  .  all  adverse  samples  were  notified  to 

the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  action  by  their 
officers*

MEAT  AND  POOD  INSPECTION 


The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  six 
private  slaughterhouses  were  inspected  prior  to  release  for  human 
consumption*  In  order  to  maintain  this  system  of  inspections,  work 
outside  normal  working  hours s  including  Sundays,  was  necessitated* 

Perusal  of  the  following  table  of  rejections  underlines  the  value  of 
the  work.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cows 
found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  from  42© 7$  in  1954  to  33 ©4%  this 
year*  Increase  in  the  condemnation  of  offals  for  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis  was  mainly  due  to  the  higher  incidence  of  parasitic  infections 
e0g0  fasciolasis  in  bovine  livers  and  muellerius  caparallis  in  sheep  livers* 
The  percentage  of  beef  carcases  (102 %)  found  to  be  affected  with 
cyst icerco sis  was  fairly  high  and  justified  the  increased  attention  paid 
to  locating  this  condition  during  the  post  war  years e  The  condition  was 
localised  in  all  19  cases  and  the  carcases  were  all  sent  in  for  the 
appropriate  cold  storage  treatment  before  release  for  human  consumption* 

For  the  first  time  special  mention  has  to  be  made  of  the  incidence  of 
cysticercosis  in  the  meat  inspection  records  and  additional  information 
is  also  furnished  which  summarises  the  post  mortem  findings  in  this 
disease* 

All  meat  and  offal  is,  immediately  after  condemnation,  collected  by 
the  Department 9  stained  with  a  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture 
into  feeding  meals  and  fertilisers*  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the 
meat  are  credited  to  the  butcher  suffering  loss  whilst  income  from  the  sale 
of  offal,  defrays  the  Corporation's  handling  charges*  This  system  has 
worked sat i s fact orily  and  ensures  proper  control  end  satisfactory  disposal 
of  diseased  meat  and  offals* 


Following  the  Ministry's  approval,  a  new  private  slaughterhouse 
was  erected  at  Johnny  Barn  Farm  to  replace  the  old  one  which  proved 
inadequate  in  design  and  unsuitable  in  position  for  the  amount  of  trade 
which  was  carried  on0  The  new  slaughterhouse  will  be  open  for  public
